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To the Chairman and Members of the 
Sunbury-on~-Thames Urban District Council, 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies a:id Gentlemen, 


I have the honour of submitting the Annual report for 
the year 1950 on certain aspects of the: health and sanitary 
circumstances of the District. 


In addition to data of a statistical nature, the report 
includes information on sanitary conditions, infectious diseases 
and the inspection of food. Much of the information has been 
prepared by your Sanitary Inspectors. 


There were no serious epidemics and no fatal cases of 
infectious disease. The notifications included measles, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever, and a few cases of enteric fever and of food 
poisoning. There have been no cases Of diphtheria for the past 
six years but in order to maintain this record it is essential to 
continue with the practice of inoculating young children before 
they reach their first birthday. 


The birth, death and infant mortality rates compare very 
favourably with the corresponding rates for England and Wales. 
The infant mortality rate in particular has fallen slightly 
Since the previous year and is considerably lower than the rate 
for the country as a whole. 


The completion of 257 new houses and the installation of a 
piped water Supply to the Fairholme Estate during the year may 
be regarded as very important health measures contributing to 
the well-being and happiness of the people of the district. 


In conclusion I wish to state that the interest taken by 
the Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee in 
matters affecting the health of the neighbourhood has been of 
encouragement to us in this Department.

| There was a very slight rise of 0.4 per 4,000 in the 
death rate. 

The chief causes of death (all ages) were (a) digeasés 
of the heart and blood vessels (4% of the total causes), and, 

b) malignant new growths (18% of the total causes). 

In the tables on pages 6 and 7 it is seen that two-thirds 
of the total deaths occurred in persons over 65 years of age. 

The majority of the deaths in persons over 45 years of 
age were due to diseases of the heart and blood vessels (ice. 
diseases mostly due to ‘wear and tear' and the stresses of Pte): 
In younger Persons, accidents and tuberculosis were the chief 
causes, whereas it is seen in the table on page G, that, in 
infancy, prematurity and abnormalities of development were the 
causes of 5 of the 7 deaths. Comparatively few deaths (all ages) 
resulted from any demonstrable infection.

SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCHS OF THE AREA AND SANITARY CONTROL 


SUPPLY This is satisfactory both in quantity and 
quality and is not plumbo-solvent. A few shallow wells 
are in use but the bulk of the water is supplied by the 
following water companies:

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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE The sewage is treated at the Sewage 


Disposal Works at Mogden.e Cesspools are in use in con- 
nection with 300 dwellings and 30 business premises. 
Another 4176 dwellings - mostly temporary, and including 
46 caravans which arrived during the year — are provided 
with privies and Elsan closets. 


REFUSE This is collected regularly and disposed, under 


controlled conditions, on local tipping ground such as 
disused gravel pits. 


GRAVEL PITS Considerable quantities of material are tipped 


daily into the gravel pits, some of which have now been 
completely filled. All tipping takes place under licences 
issued by this Council and the Middlesex County Council. 

In spite of frequent inspection , and the exclusion of 
certain materials, nuisances from nauseous odours sometimes 
arise. 


OPEN AIR SWIMMING BATH The bath was in use from 26-5-50 to 


47-9-50. The water is drawn from the River Thames and, 
without prior filtration, passed into the bath where it is 
chlorinatede Daily tests are made for chlorine content and 
turbidity’ chlorine is added daily as required. The bath 
is emptied and refilled on Mondays and Fridays. Periodic 
bacteriological tests of the bath water gave satisfactory 
results.
